'An Additional Sixteen 
Billion Dollars Taxes 
Or Compulsory Savings

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.— W — President 
Roosevelt 
I laid before Congress today a $100.000 000,000 war bud­ 
get to speed the day of victory, and to help raise this 
record sum he asked for $16,000,000,000 in additional 
taxes or compulsory savings. 
Altogether, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt estimated 
government 
spending in the fiscal year beginning July I at $109,- 
000,000,000, and he said in a message to the lawmakers, 
“this buget represents the maximum program far wa­ 
ging war.” 
The new tax program he suggested included a $25,- 
000 limit on the income of anyone after 
payment 
of 
taxes, regardless of the source of his income.
